| Of 50 Against 
5Non- Committal 


NBW YORK (JTA)—Dr. re 7. 
Rongy, chairman of the National 
Council Committee of the Zionist 
Organization of America, made 
public the results of a question- 
naire poll he had taken among 
members of the committee, accord- 
ing to which 32 of the 50 who re- 
plied oppose immediate convoca- 
tion of a World Jewish Congress, 
13 favor it and 5 are non-commit- 
tal. 

In mailing the questionnaire to 
the members, Dr, Rongy included 
a letter in which he expressed op- 
position to the congress on the 
grounds that it might detract from 
the importance of Palestine and 
Zionism. He also asserted that 
holding of the congress might he 
used to. political advantage in the 
Unitéd States to stir up anti Semit: 
ism during the forthcoming presi- 
dential election. 

Among those who signified oppo- 
sition to an immediate congress 
were: Israel S, Chipkin, Samuel 
(Markewich,' Rabbi Israel Levin- 
thal, Isaac Imber, Harry P. Fierst, 
Felix A, Levy, J. I, Rudavsky, Dav- 
id J. Galter, James G, Heller, M. 
Ribalow, Nathan Straus and Ben- 
jamin F. Evarts, 

Those favoring the congress in- 
cluded Louis Lipsky, M. E, Wyner 
and Meyer Goldberg. 

In making public results of the 
poll, Dr. Rongy expressed fears 
that at some future date Commun- 
ists might, get control of the con- 
gress: and commit world Jewry toa 
Communism, thereby playing into 
the hands of the anti-Semites.

The American Jewish Congress Makes An Insulting Suggestion 


In its call to the Jews of America to join in the 
autocratic elections set for June 12 and 14 in 
Washington of delegates to the August World 
Jewish Congress, the American Jewish Congress 
naively puts down on paper one of the most ob- 
jectional suggestions ever made by a Jewish or- 
ganization, 

Writing to a non-Congress member in one of 
the first twenty-five cities in the United States 
and one of the three largest cities in the South, 
Louis Lipsky, who has time and again declared 
that the United Jewish Congress represented 
United States Jewry, says: “I am informed that 
there is no functioning committee (he means not 
even one paid-up member) of the American Jew- 
ish Congress in your community, May I there- 
fore urge you, acting in the public interest, to 
summon without delay a meeting of leading rep- 
resentatives of your local Jewish organizations, 
at which meeting an organization committee for 
a City Convention is to be elected. 

Naturally the letter is an insult to every self- 
respecting Jewish Community, Louis Lipsky 
takes it upon himself to tell these communities 
which have not seen the need or wisdom to form 
an American Jewish Congress group, to organize 
a haphazard election and send a delegate to 
Washington, so that the American Jewish Con- 
gress can then tell the five million Jews of the 
United States that it represents their opinion, 

How farcical. And how presumptive, 

Evidently there are many communities which 
the American Jewish Congress hopes will be gull. 
ible enough, that even though they have no or- 
ganization, to hastily form one of Mr, Lipsky’s 
bidding, because the letter was multigraphed, and 
not typewritten, 

If the American Jewish Congress does not rep- 
resent Jewish opinion in the United States, it 
represents opinions of Jews of England and 
France even, less. In France, the most powerful 
Jewish group, The Alliance Israelitish Univer- 
selle, has refused to take part in the World Con- 
gress, In England, the British Board of Jewish 
Deputies, in challenging the right of the World 
Jewish Congress to speak for any except their 
constituent organizations, refused to join; and in 
the United States the B’nai B’rith and the Ameri. 
can Jewish Committee have fought against the 
Congress idea since Rabbi Stephen S. Wise first 
issued it as his pet scheme for the solution 
through Rabbi Wise of the Jewish problem, 

So that when the pronunciamento for the elec- 


tion of delegates boldly declares that the U, S. 
delegation which will consist solely of American 
Jewish Congress members “will reflect the views 
of American Jewry on the problems that are to 
be considered by the World Jewish Congress,” it 
knowingly tells a falsehood. The American Jew- 
ish Congress is factually a New York organiza- 
tion, It has adherents in the Hast, but in the 
South and west of the Mississippi River, there 
are practically no American Jewish Congress rep. 
resentatives, And even in the East, the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress stronghold, the B’nai B’rith 
and the American Jewish Committee and many 
other groups are definitely anti-World Jewish 
Congress. So that instead of representing the 
5,000,000 Jews of the United States, the American 
Jewish Congress does not represent the opinion 
of something over 4,000,000 American Jews, 

If the American Jewish Congress preferred to 
be honest it could announce its own electoral 
convention and the World Jewish Congress for 
what they actually are—meetings of a few, small 
groups, similar to the Washington meeting held 
recently of the International Convention of B’nai 
B'rith, In fact the B’nai B’rith could with a great 
deal ore justification have termed its meeting 
a World Jewish Congress and declared that they 
spoke for 16,000,000 Jews of the world, 

If the World Jewish Congress is to be held, it 
must make its backing known, It must declare 
who it represents and who it does not represent. 
This is too enlightened an age and the Jewish 
press of the United States is too strong to permit 
the American Jewish Congress to force non-Jew: 
ish American opinion to believe that it repre- 
sents Jews of America, 

Come out into the open, American Jewish Con- 
gress, Be honest, You know you don’t represent 
the opinion of the Jews of the United States. If 
you represent 250,000 Jews, say so; if you repre- 
sent a half million or three-quarters of a million, 
say so, Unfortunately Mr. Lipsky’s letter to com- 
munities that do not have American Jewish Con- 
gress groups deliberately intended to make it 
seem that these cities are being represented and 
shows a malicious disrgard of all ethics, The 
more subterfuges you employ, the greater will be 
your debacle, 

Need it be said, that an organizaton that pur- 
poses to accomplish what you hope to do, must 
be clean and free from pettines and chicanery, 


Sammy Balter Is Rationalizing 


Sammy Balter is a graduate of the University 
of California at Los Angeles, He is a former 
school teacher, is married and is now employed 
in the Los Angeles branch of the National Youth 
Association, In addition Sammy is a finished 
basketball player. In fact he has been named on 
the American Olympic team, Another Jewish 
player, Lloyd Goldstein, who also is a member of 
the champion Univefsal Pictures team, has de- 
clined to go to Germany to take part in the Olym- 
pics, Balter said, “While I certainly resent the 
national policies of the Nazi government, I don’t 
see any reason why I should not take part in the 
Olympics. I think the most effective way to en- 
force our side of the argument is to show Herr 
Hitler that a Jew has as much right to be an ath- 
lete as an Aryan or anyone else.” 

What Sammy was doing was rationalizing. He 
wanted to make the trip to Germany and he need- 
ed an excuse to protect himself from his Jewish 


friends and to protect himself from himself, 

No, Sammy, you won’t show Hitler that a Jew 
has a right to be an athlete, Hitler knows that. 
Rudi Ball did exactly what you are doing, with 
the added justification for his act that his rela: 
tives might be harmed if he refused the Nazi in- 
vitation (order). So in fact you won’t show Hit- 
ler anything, 

On the other had, it is not beyond reasonable 
expectation that Hitler may use you to show the 
rest of the world that Jews are joining in the 
Olympic Games, The Hitler propaganda machine 
has seized on less logical incidents to turn to the 
advantage of the Nazis. 

Your trip may be very enjoyable, Sammy, but 
you Will have to live with your friends for many 
years after the 1936 Olympics are forgotten, and

Not Worn 


OKLAHOMA CITY (JTA)—The 
Nazi _ teapot-tempest that was 
stirred up when Oklahoma Nation- 
al Guardsmen were photographed 
with swastikas on their left shoul- 
ders has subsided with assurances 
by the Governor that Hitler is far 
from moving into the state capitol 
and—better yet—revelation that 
the commander of the forces is 
Major Abe Herskowitz, 

The tempest began to simmer 
when Mollie Pearlman, of New 
York, saw what appeared to be a 
swastika on the guardsmen’s 
shoulders in a newspaper photo: 
graph. Forthwith she wrote a let- 
ter to Governor Marland. 


“That Nazi swastika above the 
American emblem on the arms of 
your National Guardsmen,” said 
she, “is a shocking and offensive 
sight.” 

Governor Marland investigated 
and found the emblem on the 
guardsmens’ shoulders was the 
“dexter,” the reverse of the swas- 
tika, and was nothing more than 
the emblem of the Forty-fifth Di- 
vision, which includes other states 
besides Oklahoma,

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TOTAL JEWISH POPULATION OF WORLD 16,240,000} 


Five Million 
In Americas 


WARSAW (JTA) — A total 
world Jewish populaton of 16,240,- 
000, of whom 5,000,000 or 30 per 
cent, live in America, was report- 
ed by the Jewish Scientific Insti- 
tute in a statistical survey pub 
lished in the publication, Yivo 
Bletter, 

The survey, conducted by Jacob 
Lestschinsky, economist and writ- 
er, as of the beginning of 1936, 
shows the world Jewish popula- 
tion fell off as a result of a de- 
crease in the birth rate, 

The distribution of the Jews has 
remained stationary. More than 
60 per cent of them, about 10,000,- 
000 live in Europe, 5,000,000 in the 
Americas, more than five per cent, 
or 500,000, in Asia; and the rest, 
about 30,000, in Australia, 

More than 10,000,000 Jews, or 
two thirds, live in three countries. 
The United States has 4,450,000, 
Poland has 3,150,000 and Soviet 
Russia, 3,080,000, 

The Jews are scattered over 
thirty countries, of which only 
four—the above three and Ruman- 
ja—have more than 1,000,000, Sev- 
enteen countries have more than 
100,006 Jews. The number of Jews 
show an increase in every country 
except Germany, Austria, Hun- 
gary, Switzerland, Italy, and Tur- 


key.
